SUfiSTANO*: OF THE REMARKS 
Of Ronr.tT Nklson W icklifte (of Fayette) 
upon the bill to take the sense of the peo- 
ple, upon the necessity and expediency of 
calling a Convention to revise the Consti- 
tution of Kentucky. 

'l’lie question being upon the passage o. 
the Bill, Mr YVicklilfe rose and said: 

I do not rise, Mr Speaker upon this oc- 
casion, witjg the ^ope that 1 can.shed much 
additional light upon a subject which lias 
been treated with great] ability by others 
who have preceded me Nor do I indulge 
the belief that any thing which I may now 
say will shake the fixed resolution of a ma- 
ority of this House, bent, as has been clear- 
ly indicated, upon carrying this measure. — 
But, Sir, I do not intend that a measure 
of this character, so fearful in its effects up- 
on the Commonwealth of Kentucky, shall 
pass this House, without entering in mj 
own name, as well as that of iny constitu- 
ents, my solemn protest against it. Perhaps 
likewise, .Mr Speaker, the words which I 
now utter, although vainj and impotent to 
arrest in this House, this mad and revolu- 
tionary measure, may not be equally un- 
profitable, when addressed to those, from 
whom we all derive our brief authority , and 
to whom we must, ere long, render an ac- 
count of the manner in which we have per- 
formed a delegated trust. Should this bill 
pass, which f clearly foresee, I appeal from 
your decision, to that higher tribunal— the 
people themselves — and I invoke their in- 
terposition, to save the Commonwealth from 
the lasting evils with which she is to be 
scourged by the agitation of this momentous 
question. 

Sir, we have been tauntingly asked, du- 
ring the progress of thisjdebate, if we are 
afraid to trust the people, and if the people 
be not competent for self government. No 
man holds in higher reverenep. than I do, 
the clear and authoritative judgment of an 
enlightened community. Had I the slighi - 
est evidence that this measure was demand- 
ed, at your Hands, by the voice of the peo- 
ple, I for one would bow with deference to 
their wishes. But, sir, I have looked, in 
vain, for those manifestations of public o- 
pinion, which slionld induce me to vote for 
a measure of such’vast consequence, as the 
unsettling of their government and the re- 
solving of society back into its original ele- 
ments. 

Sir, the gentleman from .Monroe, (Mr 
Evans) to whose very eloqent and plausi- 
ble speech 1 listened with attention ami 
pleasure, has told us that the question now 
l.ofnro tlio Hmiae Vr. not whether the Consti- ' 



chose to revise it. Sir, 1 know well theforce 
of tjiis ingenious rppeai. It is this argument, 
which has brought a majority to this House 
pledged to pass this Bill. But, sir, 1st the 
gentleman from Monroe open the Constitu-. 
tiori of his state, and there road what it im- 
peratively enjoins upon him as a member of 
this House, and he will see how frail and tot- 
tering in the scaffolding upon which he has 
yested his building. Not until • experience 
ias pointed out the necessity of amending 
this constitution,’ is he at liberty to vote for 
this Bill! .Such is the reading of the con- 
stitution itself. It is not a mere arbitrary 
caprice on the part of the Legislature; it is 
jnot enough to say that I will submit this 
qo’Wttion to the people, unless you can lay 
Tyour Jiand upon your heart and say that 
| you believe ‘experience has pointed out the 
necessity of amending this constitution.’ 

I I will hereafter notice thedlimsy and mis- 
erable array of imputed defects in'tlie pres- 
ent constitution, as they have been exhib- 
ited by gentlemen in debate. Sir, the gen- 
tleman from Monroe hak told us of our past 
political history, and that we once called a 
Convention to revise the constitution, and 
he asks if we cannot again confide to the 
people the task of revising their constitu- 
tion. It is true, sir, we did once call a con- 
vention, and our present constitution was 
IU« work of that wise convocation of 
statbJmdn. But lias the gentleman from 
Monroe lodk«- * nto l * ie °1‘* constitution to 
ascertain the ca.”*e* "’ hich induced the peo- 
ple to alter it! Sir, I beg leave to refresh 
his r^eollection of that old instilment. — 
Does he not know that, un.^er that old in- 
strument, a free neero had the £ \me politi- 
cal rights as Weljal civil with hiiUjeif! 
That he had the constitutional privilege of 
recording his -vote for WI !he oificois of the 
Gnverd meiil ! ‘ Does the gentleman desire 
to alter the present Constitution, so as to 
reinvrsl that class of our population with 
their ancient priviicg' • as they existed 
under the old constitution? Sir, I imagine 
thatAhe people of Kentucky, wedded as 
they ire to the democratic doctrine ot uni- 
versal suffrage, will scarce consent £to this 
first step in the process of ama/gagm/ion. 

Let the gentleman from Monroe read 
farther from the old Constitution, and he 
will Fee that by its profusions, your Govcr- 
Inor — the Chief Magistrate of the Common- 
wealth, instead of being elected by the 
1 voice of the people, was chosen by a body 
jof Electors, whose decision would always 
be liable to the imputation of being the re- 
sult of intriguo and management. Let the 
gentleman read farther, apd -he will see 
that your 8enate instead of emanating, as 
it now does, directly from the \nap\x, was 
chosen by thissarno body of Electors, upon 
whom was thus thrown the high refeponsi- 
b lity af filling tb" Executive branch of tho 
Gove n me n t as well as one branch ol the 
Legishture. Cannot thft gentleman from 
Monro here see the imperative necessity to 
whichthe people of Kentucky were reduc- 
ed, ofhjvising and amending their constitu- 
tion!*Coinpare these causes, which then 
existet, with those which are uou> brought 
forwarjl to induce tho people to take this 
revolutionary step, and how idle and <>rc- 
posterous does this Bill appear. 

Sir I will not allow inyseli so far to im- 
posem;onthe patience of the House, as se- 
riously to enter into a minute deamination 
of the lefects of our existing Constitution 
as they have been indicated by the g^tlo 
manfron Hardin (Mr Helm) to whose gni- 
dance las been committed, it seems, this 
I measure. That gentleman lias told the 
House :hat there are clauses of the consti- 
tution difficult to be understood , about w nicti 
much outroversy has arisen and much may 
yet arise. He refers to the various instan- 
ces in thehistory ofourcommon wealth, when 
the peoble have been agitated by constitu- 
tional <$>estions, and felicitates himseit with 
the hop? that, by a Convention all these con- 
troverted questions will b? settled and none 
others will arise to disturb the repose or 
break up the harmony of the common wearEn. 
Sir, I fear the gentleman dreams — lie builds 
castles pi the air — bis f ncy gets the better 
of his judgment . I beg the gentleman to 
wake up from his fanciful reveries and no 
longer indulge such delusive hopes. 

Docs the gentleman hope to sited that 
which even the Author of our pure religion 
has been unableto accomplish!

REMARKS Ob' .MR. A. B- JOHNSON, 

In the Bank Convnrtion. 

Mr. Presihext.- After the able discussion, to 
which we hare listened, I should not address 
this convention had not some important topics 
escaped the scrutiny of the speakers who have 
preceded me. We are debating whether the 
banks shit 1 1 or not designate a .lay on which 
they will resume specie payments. 

Ill favor of a resumption, we have been re- 
minded of our moral duty to resume. The du- 
ty is conceded, but gpntlemen seem to think it 
may be dispensed with by conflicting duties of 
superior urgency. We are accordingly told 
that a precipitated return of specie pay ments, 
belore exchanges are on a par with specie, will 
eause such a contraction of bank loans as will 
depress every branch of national prosperity.. 

To my understanding, we are not debating 
the true issue. We are impelled to a resump- 
tion of specie payments by legal obligations. — 
Who has conferred on us the right to dispense 
with our legal obligations) We are answer- 
able to the late when we refuse specie, hut wc 
are not answerable, legally or morally, for the 
contraction of bank discounts so long as the 
contractions are necessary to enable us to ful- 
fil our legal obligations. If the Jaws which re- 
quire ns to pay specie inflict an injury on the 
people, let the people ask a legal remedy ; and. 
let the Legislatures and let Congress find a re- ^ 
medy if they can. Let not the banks presume 
to stand between the peo[Je and the law mak- 
ers, and to decide that they will not obey such 
laws as they deem injurious to the people. — 
The people ask no such protection at our hands. 
They receive our illicit services, 1 admit; but 
they receive, and complain while they receive. 
Like the unhappy females who nightly throng 
our streets, and whom also expediency may 
seek to justify, we are reviled and abused by 
even those whom we serve. 

But again: Why tlo we debate the morality 
and expediency of a resumption of specie pay-; 
meots, when the law ie threatening us with its 
penalties) The State of New York has given 
its banks a respite till May , and conferred even 
that boon at the expense of a total inhibition 
of bank dividends. The owners of thirty-five 
millions of the most active capital of the State, 
are thus compelled to bear not only a.l the 
evils of the times in common with other men , 
but the additional evil of receiving no interest, 
nn their capital — an interest to which many of 
them look for daily support of their families — f 
As well, then, may the convict, with the hal- 
ter around his neck, debate the expediency of 
capital punishments, as we debate t lie expo- 
dienev of a ie«loraton of specie payments. He 
mnv debate, but h ■ will bo executed. 

Assuming then, that both our legal and mor- 
al duties to resume specie payments, cannot 
he denied — and they certainly have not been dc 
nied in any of our discussions — vvhal is the true 
question which we ought to consider) Our 
physical ability to resume specie payments.— ! 
This is the only proper topic of discussion, anti 
it has been holly overlooked^ though inriden- ! 
tally the ability hasheen by itiostof us admitted. 
Many of the States here represented have ra- 
ther 'vied with each other in announcing early j 
periods at which they can resume, were they to 
disregard its consequences on the community 
Pennsylvania professes an ability to resume in 
April; New York in March; and some other 
States at even tin earlier pel iod . 

But while I insist that our physical ability to 
resume, is alone the question on which wc 
should deliberate, in order to designate the pe- 
riod at which we will resume specie Mments,

commerce its necessary facilities. 

If, then exchanges are to control us, we may 
resume to-morrow should a fall occur in ex- 
chances, and we must suspend the next day 
should a rise again occur in exchanges. 

But are not gentlemen aware that, instead of 
banks being thus controlled by exchange*, the 
exchanges are, to a great degree, controlled by 
banks? This must be a practical truth, 
or hanks would be continually suspending 
and resuming. Some years ago, in a conversa- 
tion with the late Lynde Cntlin, (a name which 
cannot be heard heie without respect,) l asked 
horV the bank? were able to defend themselves 
from a ruinous call for specie, when exchanges 
were tending upward? He replied, that the 
banks immediately "lowered the rates of ex- 
change by a contraction of tReir loans. Money, 
when scarce, cannot he obtained by niqjiy who 
would otherwise remit. Local purposes and 
speculations, also, in such times, divert money 
from being remitted ; and hence excnnnge falls 
from a diminuation of purchasers. Exporta- 
ble produce falls also from the scarcity of mo* 
ney, and hence p.esents a profitable substitute 
for bills of exchange, and still further depresses 
them. Banks, therefore, he contended, were 
always able to defend themselves ngninst an 
upward tendency of exchanges; and hence I 
would contend that the influence which banks 
will now be required to exercise over the rate 
of exchanges, is out the ordinary exercise of a 
long accustomed power over the money mar- 
ket. 

But in relation to our foreign debt, on whose 
magnitude the present and prospective high 
price of exchanje is predicted by the gentlemen 
opposed to us, I dissent from the statistics which 
we have heard relate only to the commercial 
debt that is due to Europe ; anti in relation to 
that debt the calculations tnny be correct; but 
we throw wholly out of view the millions of; 
State stocks which are daily being created byi 
the several States, and which, directly or in- 
directly, are sent to Europe. We throw out 
of view also the millions of loans made con-, 
atari tly to Europe by private corporations — and 
millions that are sent here from Europe for in- 
vestments, and the millions that arc brought 
here by emigrants, and the millions of the 
existing commercial debt that are due from 
suspended and insolvent debtors. That these 
items, and I can name others, more than conn- 1 
terbalance and almost render insignificant the 
commercial balance, of which we have heard 
so much, is demonstrable from the otherwise j 
anomalous fact that even since the suspension 
of spreitfryayments, the imports of specie have' 
far exceeded the exports. 

To swell the amount of our foreign indebted- 
ness, the gentleman who represent* the Bank of 
the United State®, has informed us of a loan ol 
seven millions of dollars, due from that bank, I 
I prefiime, to the Bank of England, and which 
loan becomes payable within the year. Ad- 
mit the fact : but will the loan he paid ? I ven- 
ture to say it will not he paid in reality, though 
jt may be in form. It will be paid by a new 
loan in some shape or other. Loans of this 
cha/a‘£ter must he continually falling due; but 
the s^pei ior interests which we can pay, and 
whichiNNiduced to the creation hy Europe of 
the original loans, must operate to the contin- 
uance of such loans They will always exist : 
rind hence tneir falling due is only a prelude tn 
their ronexfti^ib^'it if the gentleman shall say 
than the loaq ylllljp paid without the creation 
of a new and ^quivjflent debt, the fault will be 
his own.

J have no doubt that the bank which the gen- 
tleman represent-, can akplte, i^it pleases, bor- 
row, and keep borrowing indefinitely, in Eu- 
rope, a much larger sum than a Ij ^c commer- 
cial balance which has been ¥i 5 ayrd here to 
make u» continue in our illegal portion of sus- 
pended bnnks. 

Another reason assigned for the exp 5 jT?r*ncy 
of our not designating a day of resumption is, 
that the resolves of the Convention possessing 
no power to coerce the hanke to confirm to ott 
resolutions. This is a reason in favor of our 



been some reason for our not assembling in con*' 
vention, but it can be no reason for withhold- 
ing our advice, now we are assembled. Let 
us, then perform our duty manfully, and if we 
| shall succeed in de signating a period when 
banks ought to resume payments, let those bear 
the responsibility who shall think proper to dis- 
: regard our designation. 

We are told also that the designation of a day 
by t li i 3 convention will excite expectations, 
which, if not realized, will he disastrous I 
admit the position, but should we now adjourn 
without designating a day, we shall even now 
disappoint the expectations of the country. — 
Let 11s, therefore, not create a certain ciisop-j 
pointment from the fear that our actions may 
produce a disappointment hereafter. 

In relation to the resolutions which have 
been pSered by the gentleman from Massachu- 
setts, and which decide against fixing a time 
for the resumpti jn of specie pnyroents,they ap- 
pear to me as a mere screen to cover the fai- 
lure of the present convention. They announce 
nothing hut the most common place good in- 
tention to perform the most indefinite actions; 
and all through the instrumentality of another 
convention to assemble in this city in April 
next. That convention is to be more exten- 
sive than the present. But what reasons exist 
for such an expectation? Our failure will gi^’o 
ominous presage of the inutility of the con- 
ventions; anti will be restrained from attending 
another. The gentleman who represents the 
Bank of the United States has read to us tire 
contract by which specie payments were re- 
sumed in 1 8 1 G. The result was accomplished 
hy the concert of New York, Philadelphia, 
and two or three other cities, all of whom sire 
represented here How this proves that the 
present convention, which represents eighteen 
states, is not general enough to resume specie 
payments, he failed to make nrfe comprehend. 

But some adventitious circumstances have 
been stated, which tend to prejudice 1 vote for 
the resumption of specie payments Ihe 
banks of New York are openly accused ->f olTi- 
ciousness and indelicacy in calling this conven- 
tion. But where in truth did this convention 
originate? In South Carolina. The president 
of a hunk who has filled the Chair of Sta*^ m 
that Commonwealth, in a letter ished by 
him*^ and directed to the Pres’. lent of the U. 
Stat^^hrnk, and addressed in a strain of onlv 
too much devoiiftp to the person addressed, and 
to hi* institution, urged the propriety of a con- 
vention. 'Plie public pies 9 every where echoed 
the suggestion. The only difficulty apprehend- 
ed was tg f.nd some adequate persons sufficient 
lv patriotic, to assume the labor and response* 
bility of the initiatory slops in the work thus 
happily suggested. The banks of N. York ci- 
ty alter waiting long, and discovering reluc- 
tantly that no other person* were moving, mov- 
ed in it themselves Shall they nowTbe taunt- 
ed with the act? — told repeate l)y, ns they have 
been in thi- body, that the convention is a New 
York measure, c died to suhseuKr the peculiar 
interests and liabilities of New York; and that 
the resumption 01 specie payments is pressed 
indelicately and too pertinaciously? The res- 
pectable committee of the city are entitled to 
any thing hut censure; but since to censure 
them is the fashion, I also have a charge against 
them. Instead then of too much pertinacity in 
sustaining the great measure to which their call 
invites, I charge them with coming to this con- 
vention prepared sufficiently for neither offence 
nor defence. Except the venerable gentleman 
v.**''-*- -£*-.**_<: ) * whose wisdom, 

experience, >* ml talents, has bpen the prelimi- 
nary topic of every speaker who has sought to 
defeat his recommendations, who among all the 
city delegation has 9 poken in this controversy )l 
Notone. The venerable gentleman is, I ad- 
mit, a hero within himself, and while his c! r- j 
Refer needs not our voucher, forming ns it dr< s 
a part of the history of our country, an I wi . 
lam sensible that our praise or dispraise, at 
this late day, must be equally indifferent to him, 

I will mil imitate in eulogy the speakers wlio| 
oppore him; I will show my reverence for Ilia 
talents, wisdom, anil experience, by endeavor- 
ing to fix an early day for the resumption of spe- 
cie payments, agreeably to his recommenda* 
tion 

Nothing, also, can he further from the fact 
than the iterated assertion that the banks of 
New York feel any peculiar peril. The Legis- 
lature of New York has, we admit given her 
banks a license of suspension for no longer than 
some period in May ; but should the hanks cpmf 
tinue suspended after that period, their situa- 
tion will not be worse than that of the banks 
of other states who have taunted us with our 
positron. Look at the banks of Pennsylvania. 
When their suspension was sought to he placed 
under the protection of a law, the governor of 
the state published his refusal. The banks, he 
said should be kept under the constant terror 
of»he courts of justice, which, suspended over 
their heads, was to fall upon them suddenly, if 
they either called in their debts too fast for the 
convenience of the people, ot called them in not 
fast enough for an early resumption of specie 
payments. Within this dangerous strait the 
banks of Pennsylvania are now steering ; and 
yet they assume that the efforts of New York 
for an early resumption of specie payments, is 
dictated by the peculiar peril of the banks of 
New York. 

Anti what is the position of the hanks of Mas- 
sachusetts) The Legislature of their State, we 
are complacently informer!, has not designated 
May as the termination of the period in which 
the suspension of puytnenl shall be legalized. 
True: but we know the batiks of Massachu- 
setts are now in the position which the banks 
of New York will occupy alter next May ; that

tions, we adjourn without designating a day,j 
the impropriety of our decision will lead to, 
misconstruction, how pure soever mav .be our 
intentions.

dence of an intention on the aart ot ev il- j 
disposed persons to violate ou- laws.. 

Your attention is called to this defect 
in nur legislation. It is apparent that 
^he Executive ought to be clothed with 
adequate power effectually to restrain all 
petsons within our jurisflictim from the 
commission of acts of this character. 
They tend to disturb the |eaeeofthe 
country, and inevitably irvolve the 
Governrqfjnt in perplexing caitroversies 
with foreign powers. I reSon.mend a 
careful revision of all the hwsnowin 
force, and such additional emetments as 
may be necessary to vest inthe Execu- 
tive full power to prevent injuries being 
inflicted upon neighboring natures by the 
unauthorized and unlawful ads of citi- 
zens of the United States, or of other 
persons who may be withinour jurisdic- 
tion, and subject to our cont'ol. 

In ill ustration of these views, and to 
show the necessity of an ea lv action on 
the part of Congress, I subnit herewith 
a copy of a letter received from the Mar- 
shal of the northern district rf New Y'ork, 
who had been directed to-epairlo the 
frontier, and take all authori:ed measures 
to secure the faithful execution of exis- 
ting laws.

Between a part of that Slate and the 
Upper Province of Canada, there was a 
river, the dividing line, only of one mile 
wide. The peace of our citizens in that 
quarter was daily and hourly exposed to 
violation in the progress of this civil war 
in the adjacent Province. Persons be- 
longing to both of the parties in this for- 
eign contest would seek refuge, sympa- 
thy and aid from our people, aiming whom 
there might he individuals disposed to 
jeopard the neutrality and peace of t.ie 
country, in their anxiety to strengthen 
the cause which they espoused. It was 
exceedingly desirable that this should, if 
pe^ible, be prevented. Our own rights 
and liberties were too precious to be 
jeoparded in those premature and badly 
digested civil broils between difle r ent 
portions o( the same foreign people The 
honorable Senator from Kentucky had 
expressed the proper sentiment on this 
subject. But Mr. N. had only risen to 
express his earnest solicitude, that lo 
whatever Committee the Executive mes- 
sage might be relerred, an early and 
prompt report would be made. He only 
regretted that in other and previous ca 
ses of beligerent controversies between 
different portions of "liter foreign States, 
an equally ridgid course of neutraility 
had not been pursued. He knew that, s > 
fur as the Executive had been concern 
ed, all its means had been exerted to 
preserve our neutral position. But the 
laws were inadequate to the object, and 
ought to be revised and made stronger. 

Mr DAVIS most heartily concuried 
with the sentiments of the Senators who 
had precceded him, and also in the views 
of the Executive, on this momentous sub- 1 
ject. Congress, he considered, were tm-| 
aer the most sacred obligations to pre-' 
serve the present pacific relations be- 
tween ourselves and foreign powers It 
was a duty we owed to ourselves and to 
other nations, to preserve to^ie utmost, 
obedience to the treaties existing, and to 
enforce rigidly their*obserrance on Ihe 
part of our citizens with such nations, 
while with them we continue at peace.

NAVY ISLAND AND ITS VICINITY- 

As the occurrences transpiring at Na- 
vy Island and its vicinity are daily acqui- 
ring a deeper interest and increasing im- 
portance, we have- caused to be engraved 
for insertion in the American the follow- 
ing diagram of Niagara river, from its 
head at Lake Ontario down to the Falls 
of Niagara. The diagram it will be 
seen, shows the relative position of Nai 
vy Island, Grand Island. Schlosser, Chip- 
pewa, and other points which are con- 
stantly referred to in the news of the 
day, nnd its publication will assist our 
readers in more readily comprehending 
the late and future movements of the 
several parlies. 

Navy Island, (where the Insurgent 
camp is notv established) is situated two 
miles above the Niagara Falls, within 
half a mile of the Canada and a mile and 
a half of the American shore. The 
north end of Grand Island covers about 
one third of Navy Island, (hy drawing a 
parallel line from it. Between the two 
Islands the current is rapid but not so 
rapid as it is bet ween Navy Island and 
the Canada shore — the distance between 
which is a trifle over hall a mile. It is 
said to be impossible fora boat to make 
its way from the Canada shore to Navy 
Island, in a direct line. — The current 
would carry il below the Island, and, un- 
less skilfully managed, below the Falls. 

The Niagara rivffr here, lakes a direc- 
tion atmost due north, and the only pos- 
sible wav (or a landing to be effected by 
Ihe royalists would be to start from some 
point, a mile or two above, move partial- 
ly with the current, and strike upon the 
south point of the Island, if no resis- 
tance should be made, this could be very 
easily accomplished ; but it is supposed 
the discharge of a few pieces of ordi- 
nance — laden with grape shot — upon the 
flee' of boats which would be nei-essa. i- 
Iv employed upon such an expedition, 
would so maim them as either to s'tik 
them, or make them so unmanageable as 
to be carried with the current over the 
fails.

Chippeua is about half a mile below 
the north point of Navy Island. I’he 
troops on the Canadian shore are prin^ 
cipallv quartered in two large taverns 
directly opposite the centre of the Is- 
land . 

It will be seen by the diagram that 
the National boundary line runs between 
Grand and Navy Island, and the only 
safe landing to be effected on the latter, 
is from the northern extremity of the for- 
mt|| Grand Island, however, is a part 
of TOe American territorj , the neutrality 
of which must be violated by the British 
troops if they attempt to pass to it foi 
the purpose of more easily reaching Na- 
vy Island.

IMPORTANT FROM FLORIDA - 
BLOODY WORK. 

We copy the following from the Mo- 
bile Mercantile Advertiser of Monday 
last. — We presume, that it may he relied 
on as substantially correct. It it what 
we have all along been anticipating. L 
is no wonder that the Indians fight with 
the fury of chafed tigers. Daring 'it in 
tervalof apparent inactivity, the cloud 
has been silently gathering and rodeoing 
over Florida , and we are not surprised 
that it has at last burst in a shower of 
blood. 

We learn by the steamboat Caroline, 
Capt. Jeffrey, from New York, via Tam- 
pa Bay, that a severe enragement look 
place on the 25;h December at Kessi- 
mee, on tire edge of the Everglades, a- 
bout70orS0 miles from Tampa Bay, 
between the United States forces under 
Col. Taylor, consisting of the 1st Regi 
nient of Infantry, the 4th Regiment 
uncer Col. Foster, the Gtli under Col. 
Thompson, and the Missouri Volunteers 
under Gen. Gentry, and a large party of 
’lie Indians. The action as most furi- 
ously contested from an hour, when the 
Indians gave way and fled. 

We learn with the greatest pain, that 
this was o.ie of the most disasterous bat- 
tles that has been vet fought in Florida. 

It is said that Gen. Gentry, of the Mis- 
souri Volunteers, Li, Onl. Thompson, 
Lt. Brooks, and Capt. Van Swearingen,] 
three C' mmissioned officers of the Mis- 
souri Volunteers (names not callected,) 
arid Scargent Major Slnhack, are among 
the kiled! The whole of “Company 
K ” of the Infantry are said to have beenj 
killed, except some seven or eight — ma- 
king a total of 8 officers killed, and 140 
rank and fi e killed and wounded. Ofthe 
Indians only eight were tound deaden 
the field, though it is said some fifty 
bodies had beon dragged off. The troops 
succeeded in bringing away sixty pon. 
ies. 

We understand that the troops had 
been in pursuit of the indians, and when 
they came up to the spot where they 
were concealed behind bushes and in 
he tops uf trees, they were received by 
volley from the savage, each shot kil- 
ng or wounding its man It is said 
hat the Indians fought so desperately, 
that it was doubtful at one. peridff ol the. 
engagement which pirlv would lie com. 
pelted to give wav. The force of he 
Indians was variously estimated, and as 
thev were in ambush, perhaps it would 
impossible with any certainty to tell. 
From signs made in the sand, supposed 
be b Alli'itor, and which the inter- 
preter Abraham had seen, the latter 
ves it as his opinion that the Indians 
mended to war to the death. 

A re-ort reached Tampa Bay on the 
1st inst., that Brig Gen. Nelson, id ihe 
Georgia Volun'cers, had an engagement 
>n the 2liih December, at the Suwannee 
River, hut the result was not know n 
ia an id Hint Goo M.loOTTS WHS shot 
under him. 

Forty pi ts mers arrived at Tampa Bay 
on the 1st, from Pinto Rapa. Thev will 
he sent to Fort Pike, which is a depot for 
prisoners. 

Since the above was in Type, we have 
seen a slip of the Mobile Chronicle of 
the same dale, from which we copy the 
annexed paragraph. According to this 
account, the United State s and not the 
Indians were compelled to betake them- 
selves, to flight, It is rather strange that 
wo accounts, both puporting lo have 
been derived from the same source, 
should be different: 

IMPORTANT FROM FLORIDA. 

The steamboat Caroline, Capt. Jeffry 9 
arrived at this citv yesterday, directly 
from Tampa Bay, and brings the intelli- 
gence of a most disastrou9‘battle bet ween 
he Indians and a detachment of United 
Sta'es troops. The action took place 70 
miles from Tampa, and onr soldiers were 
completely routed and cut to pieces — 130 
of the United States t loops and 8 officers 
were killed. The Caroline brings no 
particulars . 

New Orleans slips ofthe 30th ult.J 
furnish the following information: 

FROM TEXAS. — By the fast sailing 
steam packet Columbian, we have some 
late intelligence from Texas. A battle 
had been fought near the head waters of 
the Trinity, between a party of rangers 
under Capt. Van Benthusen and Miles, 
and the Indians. It terminated unsuc- 
cessfully to the Texians, who after a 
desperate resistance were conpwlled to 
retreat. A treaty of peace with the 
Tonkewn Indians had been entered into 1 
bi the Texian Government. To stregth- 
en the navy Congress had passed an act' 
for the purchase of the Steamer Pulaski. 
She carries twelve eighteen pounders 
and will he a formidable addition to the 
mira'ime force of the infant Republic. 
The Houston Telegraph announces the 
death of Lieut. A. II. Miles, formerly of 
Richmond, Va. The condition of the 
country is described to he prosperous and 
limn dung . — Baltimore American.
